Tha rarla C. Brown a Wrack and Hunk tn 
tlie Utaalaolppl— A Foaoaagar aad Beveo 
ot lha Crew I>rowaad. 

New Orleaks, Jan. 6.— Tha alnklng of 
the Cincinnati steamer Paris C. Brown at 
Uermltege, near Bayou Bora, and 160 
M l lba abora Hew Orleaaa, makat the 
ninth river ditatter that haa occurred on 
tbe Hltilttippl near this city in the latt 
three weeti. About ten minutet attar 
nine o'clock last night, when tha Brown 
was near Hermitage, she wo. sighted by 
the ttetmer Ulivar Belme, then landed 
there, to make a landing. Tbe Brown 
waited In the middle of the ttream 
for the Belme to back ont, and 
when the latter did to the Brown attempted 
to make a iaading,J>at In doing to ttruck 
a mag or log which projected a foot from 
the river. Her hog cbaint gave way and 
the boat broke in two. the oatto talliag In 
amidahlpa, and tha entire boa* beooniing a 
complete wreck In two or three minutes, 
'i lie shock alarmed every one on the boat 
and created tome panio among tbe pas- 
aengera. The captein and erewdid all 
In their power, but they ooold do 
nothing to Bcve the steamer.and devoted 
themaclves to using their axes and cutting 
ioote the boats on the deck. This took 
tome time to <!<>, and in tlio meanwhile the 
Brown waa sinking deeper and deeper 
into the water. Fortanately William 
Olatt, ot Uormitage, heard the emtbing 
noise mads as the snag went through the 
steamer, sprang into his skiff lying at the 
river bank and went to tbe attlilauce of 
the sinking vessel. Bhe wat turrounded 
by hogaheada, boxes and other placet ot 
her freight and wreckage^ but he 
got near enough to take off the lady pae- 
aengera, cbambermalda and others. Re- 
turning, he made aeveral Iripa to the boat, 
and thua took off the greater portion ot the 
crew. The Brown wat within a few yardi 
of the thore at the time of the accidont 
Otherwite tbo loaa ot life would have been 
much greater. The crew got to shore by 
means of floating bogabenda, lumber, etc, 
A cabin passenger from Vicksburg, named 
Miller, wat drowned, together with teven 
of the orew.

In an articH to Harper's 
Magniine he did not heaitate to de- 
clare his surprise at finding in Ken- 
tucky a civiliiednnd orderly socie- 
ty, and ladies and gentlemen of real 
culture and reflnemebt. H; was 
aatonisbed at finding eentle-folk 
among stock bfeeders, aiid alto at 
the absence from the table of 
straight whiskey served as a bever- 
age out of a pitcher. We all know 
that such tniu^i are aa ridiculoub- 
ly regard^ and as sternly forbidden 
here aa elsewhere ; but thia inatance 
of the erroneous information of a 
well-informed observet and writer 
serves to show the kind of impres- 
sion which etiata abroad. It is 
high time something waa being 
done to edrreet this injorioiis mia- 
inibrmation.

But this 
to my mind, provee nothing, because 
bvfure tbe statement can be accurate it 
Is neoeesary to know whether In milk' 
ing all the milk has been taken from 
thum, and this is tho point that la 
nearly aXyipft overlooked. : A mllkef 
will sy b»;mgoft»t( tha milk from 
tho cow thai hie can get. but let him 
be over so go6d a milker there Is al 
ways some left In the milk veins that 
requires a tittle timu to flow into tho 
bii(r, and this little thut is left will con 
tain lifty per cent, of fat, nnd on thi.t 
fat depeiiils the ijiinlitv of your milk 
iind the condition of your cow. .Some 
years a^o I could alwiiys keep my milk 
ing cows in blooming l ondition while 
they were iiiilkini,'; '"it one unlucky 
day I took Into my oonfidervc nn ana- 
lyst, and from that day to thi." my I'invs 
huvu deposited their fut in the bucket 
instead of on their backs. And with 
this oondUton of having the ona^st bo- 
hind mo, I find it perfectly Impossible 
to feed and milk at the same time with' 
lut suoh an espandittire in artificial 
ood aa to raadar the axpenso unjusti 
fiabla. i^&K that the proper course to 
Bd9pt Meiair to resolve Itself ^nto this 
to feed for milking In the first place 
that is, with foods thut glva tba propor 
proportioD of albuminous compounds to' 
cnrbo hydrates or Bon-allramlnous, 
nnd nro nssentlally mlllc producers 
and when tho yield of intlk of 
any cow fulls to the point fl.xed u|iiiniis 
the cost of feeding, tlii n eillier si ll her 
as hIio is, or iit onec commence to feed 
her; and to find out when the cows 
have arrived at thi.f point. It is necon 
Httry to have the milk of each Individ' 
ual cow aocuratoly weighed at least 
onoe a week. Tho cYiiense and trouble 
of doing this Is trifling, as compared 
with the information you fntin from It 
A spring balance, wel|^itig up to fifty 
jioundB, and «n iron hook' to hook Into 
staples driven In at different parts of 
tho shod Is hU the expense, and enables 
the weigher to follow tha milkers.

arrange for one mun to strip all the 
cows, nnd bo responsible for tho cows 
being milked clean. The information 
given by this simple dairy record Is 
simply Invaluable: you not only see at 
glance when the cowctiases to be profit- 
able, but also If any cow is sick, from 
the difference in the weight of milk. 
Then the amount otsttrlppinga tolls you 
whether either tho cowman or milkers 
are noglontlng their duty. And more- 
over, if thu farmer's wife ha<l this 
rei'4ird of the woi ght of milk sent into 
hci' dairy to refer to, Hho would nt onec 
see whether she got tho proper amount 
of butter from tho milk I havedwult, 
perhaps^ rather longer than I shoulil 
on tho weighing of milk, lioeauHe I am 
convinced that it is oiio of the most nec- 
essary and most profllnhle require 
ments coiineete<l with tho dairy, 
whether there is only one or one hun- 
dred cows kept. — /'ormer'* Advocate.

"Baisinc trotting and running horses 
is not a racy anpraOUMa business," 
said Sanalor Btoakbridga a tew days 
ago, as ha leaned baok In an«asy ehair 
In the room of tho Senate Committee on 
FUherles, of which be ia chairman. 
The Senator bad Just returned from 
Michigan where he spent a delightful 
day on hiti stock farm. It is situated a 
few miles from the beautiful little city 
of Kalamaxoo, where the Senator re- 
sides, and is one of The lliiest pieoes of 
farm proiMirty in Western Michigan. 

"I bod not boon out to the farm for 
some time," said thaSenaior. "S<i one 
fine day I arrangad with my partner, 
Mr. Brown, who Is maugar - of 
the plaoa, to go out and look ovtr 
the stook and take a sort of inventory 
of it Wa started about nine th the 
morning, and when wa arrived at the 
farm the horses had all been ted and 
groomed and woro feeling and looking 
In flrst-class condition. Wo got out the 
pedigree book and then carefully ex- 
amined every young animal An the 
plaeo. Many of them 1 bad never soon. 
Mr. Hiown woiilil tell me the iiiiino of a 
colt, nud niter we had goim over liis 
g(M)d jioiiiLs 1 would put hia value down 
on my inventory book and then let him 
run otT Into tln' licld. We Hponl 
several hours in this plea»unt oc- 
cupation, and I tell you it was quite 
a treat to see the young and frisky 
beauties scamper off. kicking their heels 
In the air. Well, after I had entered 
all the horses and sat a very modoruie 
value upon them. In tio eaaes axeeedlng 
tlio prico which they would bring In 
any open market, I found that we had 
just tI03,0(X) worth of horse-flesh. Now 
see what a nice profit that represented. 
We bought tho farm three years ago 
and organlted a stock company with a 
capital of t'.'i.flilO. We owea few thou- 
sand di,'l:irs for running expenses and 
tiling's of tliiil kind, but all this Is more 
than olTficl by 'tie value of the farm. 
So tliaU lU'diii.'ting the niiioiint of cap- 
ital wo put in, tlii^ {irntits in three 
yuars, without niiy particiiloi- ulTort to 
run the farm as » money-making con- 
cern, wors mora than flOO.OOU, which 
you see U more than a Senator's salary. 
Some horses raised on this KiUamaioo 
stock farm have turned out to be very 
valuable and very fnst Bell Boy, 
which was purchased of SeoMlor Stan- 
ford tor 110,000 and sold as a iwo-yeac^ 
old for l.'M.iiOO, has just lowered her 
record, so that she is now In the 2:^0 
class, and she Is only three years old, -
